Extricates Two Bodies and 
Runs to Airdrome for Aid;

Rantoul, Ill... Dec. 22 (By A. P.).— 
Four officers at Chanute fleld were 
killed today when their two airplanes 
crashed headon in midair above the 
field 

The dead are Capt Harold G. Foster, 
world war flier, of Chicago; Second 
Lieut. Ralph L. Lawter, Huntington 
W. Va., and First Lieuts. Henry W. 
Kunkel, Columbia, Mo., and Albert J. 
Clayton, of Philadelphia, Pa. 

Foster and Lawter were in one plane 
and Kunkel and Clayton in the other, 
and both planes were cruising over the 
field. R. C. Leeman, a traveling sales- 
man, was driving past the fiying field 
when he saw the ships collide about 
400 feet above the ground and a mile 
from the airdrome. 

He apparently was the only witness 
of the accident.

Lieut. Kunkel was piloting one plane 
and took to the air ten minutes before 
Lieut. Lawter, who piloted a de’ Havi- 
land. When the accident occurred, the 
planes were about one mile south and 
two miles west of Chanute field. 

Lawter was flying northeast, and 
Kunkel southwest, when Lawster at- 
tempted to fly under Kunkel's ship, 
and in doing so, knocked off the land- 
ing gear when his upper wing struck 
it. The ships were less than 400 feet 
in the air and crashed about.300 feet 
apart. 

Three of the officers were dead when 
picked up. but Capt. Foster lived until 
he reached the hospital. All the of- 
ficers were members of the U. S. air 
corps here. 

A board of officers was appointed 
mediately to investigate. Several of- 
ficers attributed the accident to a fog, 
and expressed the opinion that Lawter 
dipped to try to avold a collision. 


Was Soon to Visit Mother. 


Huntington, W. Va., Dec. 22 (By A. 
P.).—Lieut. Ralph W. Lawter, who was 
killed in a collision of airplanes at Ran- 
toul, Ill., today had planned to fly to 
Huntington in an army airplane to visit 
his mother, Mrs. Anna A. Lawter, she 
said tonight.

Lawter Served at Bolling Field. 


Lieut. Ralph I. Lawter, killed in the 
Rantoul, Ill, air collision, was sta- 
tioned at Bolling field until November 5. 
He ‘was born in Indiana, October 23, 
1902, entering the United State Military 
Academy from Ohio, July 6, 1920, and 
being commissioned a second lieutenant 
in the air corps June 12, 1924. 

After training in the primary flying 
school at Brooks field, Texas, he was 
ordered to Bolling field a year and a 
half ago, and remained here until trans- 
ferred to Chanute field, Illinois, for a 
course in communications. 

He married Miss Mildred Emmert, 
niece of Edward Emmert, banker, of 
Martinsburg, W. Va., in October, and 
his wife, residing at Rantoul, IIl., fath- 
er and mother, are immediate surviv- 
ing relatives. 

Lieut. Kunkel was a native of Mis- 
sourl, born December 26, 1892, and 
served during the world war, being com- 
missioned in the air corps July 1, 1920. 
Lieut. Clayton, also a world war veteran, 
was born in Pennsylvania in 1886, com- 
missioned in the field artillery in 1920, 
and transferred to the air corps the 
same year. His station was Scott field, 
Illinois, and Lieut. Kunkel’s last per- 
manent station was Luke field, Hawaii.

Resolution in Senate Asks

Moses Would Have President Send Correspondence; 
Data Also Requested on Mexican Intervention; 
Four American Warships at Nicaragua. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

A resolution which would call on 
President Coolidge for information as 
to what action had been taken or ap- 
propriately could be taken to aid the 
Diaz government in Nicaragua “to re- 
store order and secure peace” was in- 
troduced yesterday by Senator Moses 
(Republican), New Hampshire. Offered 
from the floor, it was referred to the 
foreign relations committee without 
discussion.

DUCKS AND DEER. 


Two bulletins recently issued by the Depart- 
ment of throw interesting light 
upon the wild life of the vast waste spaces of 
the West. One of these tells of the astonishing 
increase in the number of reindeer, which were 
introduced into Alaska from Siberia about the 
beginning of the century. 
embraced 1,280 animals,

there will be 75,550,000 animals. 

The other recent bulletin is from the bio- 
logical survey, and it brings the startling in- 
formation that the mortality among wild fowl 
in the States west of the Mississippi is appal- 
ling. This loss in wild life is said to be due to 
the reduction of the water areas of the West, 
together with the evaporation and concentra- 
tion of many of the remaining bodies of water, 
causing an increased percentage of alkali. The 
result is that thousands of water fowl develop 
a disease which is called ‘‘duck sickness,’’ 
which together with allied diseases has re- 
sulted in a loss of more than 15,000,000 ducks 
in Utah and neighboring States within the 
last 15 years. : 

It is evident from these bulletins that unless 
a method can be devised for decreasing the 
mortality among the quackers of the Western 
marshes, lakes and ponds the Western epicure 
will soon be compelled to substitute reindeer 
ivenison for canvasback duck, or as an alterna- 
tive he will have to migrate to the East, where 
the shooting is still good and not a sick duck 
has ever been reported, although lameness is 
‘not uncommon.

CAPE COD CANAL. 


Both houses of Congress have agreed to the 
purchase by the government of the Cape Cod 
canal for the sum of $11,500,000. If the con- 
ference committee does not upset the bill, the 
long-standing question as to the disposition of 
the famous canal will be settled. 

The story of the canal dates back to 1899, 
when Massachusetts granted a charter to a 
company to construct a canal across Cape Cod. 
Actual work was not begun until June, 1909, It 
is estimated that the total cost at the present 
time is $16,130,195. There are first mortgage 
bonds against it amounting to $6,000,000 and 


it is estimated that the value of the ma- | cash obligations amounting to about '$8,500,- 
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000. If the company sells to the United States 
it will stand a loss of approximately $3,000,- 
000. The government agrees to waive all 
claims against the canal company growing out 
of capital expenditure during the war. 

All the testimony adduced before both com- 
mittees of Congress strongly indorsed the pro- 
posed purchase and emphasized the commer- 
cial importance of this new link in the chain 
of Atlantic waterways. With the expenditure 
of about $10,000,000 engineers say that the 
canal may be used by vessels drawing 35 feet 
of water. This will add materially to the tolls. 

The strategic importance of this canal from 

a military and naval point of view is stressed 
by army and navy officers. The canal is also 
important as a safety route for navigators. 
There is probably no place on the whole At- 
lantic coast line more to be dreaded by the 
mariner than Cape Cod, on account of the fre- 
quent storms, fogs, strong currents and shoals. 
It is one of the most treacherous places in the 
world. The records show over 1,000 disasters 
to ships and boats going around the cape be- 
tween 1880 and 1903. In a period of ten years, 
1907 to 1917, casualties in this region involved 
°26 vessels and property amounting to $1,653,- 
000 totally lost. 
The proposed American intercoastal canal, 
which Cape Cod canal will part, will 
extend from New England and New York along 
the Atlantic and Gulf coasts to Texas. It will 
link up a unified water system serving two- 
thirds of the territory and nine-tenths of the 
population of the United States.

Oyster Cocktail. 


In serving oyster cocktail it is usual 
Ss serve not less than four oysters to 
an individual. We have made up the 
recipe for the sauce to allow for two 
servings, that is, for eight oysters. In 
preparing for the guests, the recipe 
can be readily enlarged in multiples of 
either two or four. 

For each eight oysters take a table- 
spoonful of tomato catsup, a half table- 
spoonful of vinegar, or the same quan- 
tity of lemon juice, three drops or less 
of tobasco sauce, salt to taste and a 
teaspoonful of celery that has been 
chopped almost to a pulp. Mix the in- 
gredients and place in it the oysters. 
Chill thoroughly and serve in cocktail 
glasses in a bed of crushed ice. It is 
attractive to serve the cocktail in a cup 
made of a raw green pepper with the 
top removed and notched, In this case

Strain through a cloth, 
reheat broth with saved liquor and 
thicken with the butter and flour 
rubbed to a smooth paste. Scald the 
seasoning and then 
strain to remove the seasonings. Add 
to the oyster liquid and season the 
whole with salt and pepper to taste. 
This may be served with crutons also. 


Sweet Potatoes With Marshmallows. 


Boil with the jackets on, a sufficient 
number of sweet potatoes that when 
will nearly fill 
the casserole dish. Drain when they 
are cooked, remove the jackets and 
while they are still hot mash and beat 
to a creamy consistancy. Add to them 
cream or top milk to make a softened 
mass and add then a small amount of 
brown sugar, butter and some chopped 
walnuts. Put the mixture evenly into 
a baking dish and cover the top with 
fresh marshmallows evenly arranging 
over the surface. The potato is now 
ready to be popped in the oven for 
just long enough to be heated through 
thoroughly. This will require at least 
a half hour. The marshmallows will 
puff up and make a most delicious cov- 
ering. Have care that there is room 
above the candies to allow them to 
swell for swell they do and are apt to 
run over the top of the dish, spoiling 
the appearance of the thing.

Bid four-card suits initially with 
hands which contain the requisite 
strength. 


A few years ago the initial bidding 
of any four-card suit except Ace-King- 
Queen-Jack was generally disapproved; 
modern developments, however, have 
shown that when an initial bidder has 
a four-card suit—especially a four-card 
Major—as strong as those shown in 
the appended table, he may be neglect- 
ing a valuable opportunity if he pass. 
The bid may be all that the partner 
needs to justify a successful No Trump; 
or if the partner have four cards of 
the suit, there may be game in that 
suit. To bid more than one of a four- 
card suit is usually dangerous, and to 
postpone the bidding of it until after 
the first round, probably means aban- 
doning it altogether, because after the 
first round it is apt to be too expens- 
ive. 


It can not do any harm to bid one 
with any of the four-card suits given 
in the appended table, because the bid 
rarely will become the contract and 
when it does, it will usually be because 
the partner has considerable strength 
to support it. But if the partner 
should have a trickless- hand and the 
adversaries, for some inexplicable rea- 
son, should pass in spite of the great 


strength they must then have, there 
might be a loss of 100 or 150 for a de- 
feated contract but such a loss really 
would be a gain because the adversaries 
probably would have made game with 
a contract of their own had they bid.

HOW 


BUILD HOSPITALS FOR SUNLIGHT. 


EVERAL of the Canadian provinces 
are committed to the policy of 

helping to provide medical and 
hospital service for the men and wom- 
en who are willing to get off the beaten 
track and develop the unused resources 
of the country. At the very north end 
of the province of Saskatchewan, near 
the fifty-sixth parallel, to the west of 
Hudson bay, lies a settlement called 
Isle la Crosse. To get there you go as 
far north as the railroad reaches and 
then you take a canoe and push along 
farther north for about a week. In this 
piace there are a few hundred traders 
and trappers, some lumbermen, and 
some explorers. In the surrounding 
country there are a few hundred men 
and their families. Some are farmers, 
gome miners, some prospectors, some 
lumbermen and some trappers and 
woodmen.

hysician at the town. 

ent is a young practitioner, 
s0n of the Dominion health officer. 
They are planning to build a small 
hospital for the use of the people of 
the section. Some features of the 
plans for this hospital furnish the rea- 
son for this story. 

The hospital is to be triangular in 
shape, with the broad base side of the 
triangle facing south. In the winter 
the days are very short on the fifty- 
sixth parallel. The sun comes up late 
in the morning at one point, travels at 
a@ low altitude along the horizon, and 
drops out of sight at another fairly 
nearby point on the horizon early in 
the afternoon. In this section of the 
country the direct sun ray is poor in 
ultra-violet when the sun is near the 
horizon. 

The moisture, dirt, and smoke of the

air screens it all out. Up there the 
air is cleaner and the near horizon 
sunlight is, therefore, somewhat better. 
But even at that the winter sunlight 
at Isle la Crosse is small in quantity 
and poor in quality. Whatever may be 
the disease of any person who comes 
to this Hospital in winter, he is made 
worse by sunlight hunger. To meet 
this indication all the rooms will have 
@ southern exposure. There will be 
skylights as well as side windows. The 
window area, in proportion to the 
floor area, will be very much higher 
than is customary elsewhere. 

Some of the window glass will be 
this new glass which passes  ultra- 
violet light. Since the factor of soiling 
and scratching will be low in that 
open country, they will use some of 
this reinforced new cello material, 
which also passes ultra-violet light.

Figured wall paper used in the 
side panels lends additional warmth 
and color.

UNLIKELY FOR MONTHS 


Parliamentary Schedule Will 
Delay Consideration 
Until Summer. 


DEFICIT MUST BE MET 


Paris, Dec. 22 (By A. P.).—Considera- 
tion of the Washington debt agreement 
by the French parliament cannot come 
up much before the beginning of sum- 
mer, it is generally agreed, if the pres- 
ent parliamentary sthedule is followed 
out. 

Premier Poincare, in preparing “he 
program for the session which opens on 
January 11, is undestood to have plac- 
ed the question of ratification of the 
accord in the indefinite future. 

As matters now stand consideration 
of the supplementary budget for 1926, 
taking care of extraordinary expenses 
not provided for in the regular budget, 
will come up first. It has not yet been 
disclosed what amount will be asked, 
but the deficit probably will run to 


something more than a billion francs. 

Discussion on this supplementary 
budget will include a variety of inter- 
pellations of domestic and foreign af- 
fairs which were postponed during de- 
bate on the 1927 budget which already 
has been adopted. Three or four weeks 
will thus be taken up and then vhe 
government will ask parliamentary avd- 
proval of its various economies which 
were made by decree laws while parlit.- 
ment was in recess 

Proposed changes in the election laws 
and plans for the reorganization of the 
army are the next subjects on the pro- 
gram. Each oi these matters may take 
weeks, thus strengthening the view 
that it will be some time before the 
Mellon-Berenger accord .can take its 
place on the calendar. Moreover, the 
temper of the chamber of deputies and 
of the country in general is considered 
to be such that it would be more pru- 
dent for the government to delay press- 
ing parliament at this time for rati- 
fication.

Breaking doors be- 
fore them, the troopers found the 
wounded pair lying down in the dining 
room and Timothy, gun in hand, 
hiding behind a stove. He was subdued 
without a shot. 


HOUSE RIVER GROUP 
WILL VISIT FLORIDA 


Inspection Trip Will Include 
Fort Lauderdale-Holly- 


wood Project. 


Inspection of the 86,000,000 Fort 
Lauderdale-Hollywood harbor project 
and other Florida waterways will be 
made by several members of the rivers 
and harbors committee of the House. 
This was decided yesterday. 

Committee members will inspect the 
Florida coast line and harbors with a 
view to getting first-hand information, 
which will be of value to them in con- 
sidering legislation involving the Flori- 
da waters in the future. Decision to 
visit the Southern resort State was 
made yesterday following an _ invita- 
tion from Charles H. Windham, city 
manager of Hollywood, who urged the 
Importance of the proposed inspection 
trip. Mr. Windham will accompany 
the committee. 

Announcement of the trip was made 
by Representative Dempsey, of New 
York, chairman, who said that the 
question of storm protection will. be 
studied only as it may be incidental to 
the general question of navigation. The 
committee plans to leave Washington 
Monday and be gone about two weeks. 


President of Albania 
To Visit Mussolini 


Rome, Dec. 22 


(By A. P.).—Ahmed 
Zogu, president of Albania, is reported 
to be planning a visit to Rome in 
January. The newspapers say he will 
call on King Victor Emmanuel and con- 
fer with Premier Mussolini. He will 
be accompanied by the Albanian min- 
ister of foreign affairs. 


Albania and Italy recently signed a 
treaty of amity and security, which 
aroused considerable criticism in Jugo- 
slavia. The Jugoslav ministry resigned 
as a protest against tne pact, which, 
it was charged in the Jugoslav news- 
papers, contained a secret military 
Clause, binding Italy to defend the 
present Albanian government.

ands to necessitate continued military 
control and that there seemed to be no 
danger of “sedition or insurrection” if 
the United States avoided ‘“exploita- 
tion.” 

A.flat recommendation against sep- 
aration of Mindanao and Sulu archi- 


pelago from the rest of the islands was 
made “unless the United States were 
to break faith with the Moros.” 

“The Moros, unconquered by Filipi- 
nos or Spaniards,”’ the report said, “sur- 
rendered to the Americans upon receiv- 
ing what they believed to be a solemn 
promise on the part of the United 
States to protect them from Filipino 
rule. The obligation of this promise 
should be met.” 

American control over the Moro isl- 
ands should be strengthened, it was 
added, but. at the same time the pur- 
pose of the insular government to in- 
duce the Moros to become members of 
a united Filipino people should be re- 
spected and so far as possible fur- 
thered.” 


Would Extend Reserve System. 


Other recommendations included ex- 
tension of the Federal Reserve and 
Land Bank systems to the islands; es- 
tablishment of agricultural experiment 
stations by the United States to de- 
velop insular resources; amendment by 
the legislature of land laws to attract 
capital for development of rubber, cof- 
fee and other tropical products, and 
withdrawal of the insular government 
at the earliest possible date from pri- 
vate business ventures. 

The report also declared there should 
be no present change in the Jones act 
and no amendment at this time by the 
American Congress of Philippine land 
laws. 

In transmitting the report, President 
Coolidge said it was “more candid and 
intimate than is the usual pubiished 
report.” Gen. Wood himself, he added, 
undoubtedly would approve many al- 
though not all of the recommendations, 

“Col. Thompson has freely and fear- 
lessly expressed his views on the Phil- 
ippine situation,” the President said. 
“While I do not agree entirely with all 
his views and r dations, I pe- 
lieve that the report is an excellent 
one and merits your careful considera- 
tion.” 


Quezon Doubts He'll Live 
To See. Philippines Free 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 


Manila, Dec. 22.—Admission that he 
does not expect to live to see Philippine 
independence was made by Manuel 
Quezon, who spoke before a convention 
here today. 

“I have a haunting feeling I shall 
never see my country free,” he said. “I 
only hope my son will not experience 
the humiliation I have undergone. 
People think I am very powerful and 
happy. But as a matter of fact I have 
been shorn of all my powers by the 
governor general. However, I am still 

fighting for the cause of my country 
and hope to accomplish something. 

“I have enjoyed public life more than 
most of my countrymen. I have rub-

YOUTH IN ALEXANDRIA

H. B. Struder Is Acquitted by 
Police Court in Death of 
Pauline Kidwell. 


SHOOTING HELD ACCIDENT 


Harvey B. Struder, 18 years old, was 
exonerated in Alexandria police court 
yesterday of any blame in connection 
with the fatal shooting of his sweet- 
heart, Miss Pauline Kidwell, who died 
in the Alexandria hospital Friday night. 
Struder was overcome with emotion 
when Justice W. 8. Snow announced 
the verdict. The youth, following the 
shooting last Wednesday, was placed 
under arrest on a charge of felonious 
shooting, and later released on $2,000 
bond. 


Commonwealth's Attorney William P. 
Woolls announced in court that 4 
coroner’s verdict rendered by City Cor- 
oner T. Marshall Jones after the girl's 
death had practically absolved Struder 
from blame, holding the shooting to be 
accidental, but that a hearing in police 
court was considered proper. The Rev. 
H. M. Schlincke, pastor of the Meth- 
odist Protestant church, then testified 
that Miss Kidwell had made a state- 
ment to him just before her death, 
declaring the shooting accidental. 

Miss Kidwell was shot at the home 
of her mother, in the Colonial apart- 
ments. Struder had picked up a small 
22 caliber rifie belonging to the girl’s 
brother, and stated he was going to 
shoot at a bird, out of the window. 
Miss Kidwell remonstrated with him, 
whereupon he is said to have remarked, 
“I will shoot you, then,” turned sud- 
denly, and the rifie, which was cocked, 
was discharged, the bullet entering the 
girl’s shoulder and lodging near the 
spine, causing paralysis of the lower 
part of her body. She was taken to 
the hospital, where she died two days 
later.

Our sincere wishes to all for a ‘merry 
Christmas and a happy new year’ from 
the Pan-American fliers.”

influence of liquor and colliding along‘ 
the Federal highways leading out of 
Washington and - passing through 
Arlington county, according to a state- 
ment made last night by L. C. Me- 
Nemar, member of a special committee 
from the Arlington district councils 
of citizens associations. 

“This action followed a meeting of 
the council held Monday night when 
the conditions that prevail along the 
Federal roads of Arlington county were 
discussed,”’ said McNemar. 

The committee, composed of Rich- 
ard L. Eacho, chairman; John Agnew 
and L. C. McNemar, at a conference 
with United States Marshal Barton 
Philips, at his office in Alexandria, 
found after a study of the criminal 
code of United States that it covers 
murder, arson, larceny and adultery. 
but that there are no proyisions for 
such case as driving while under the 
influence of liquor, reckless driving or 
colliding. 

“There have been attempts_made for 
many months to have the Federal roads 
leading out of Washington policed, but 
what must be done first is to have 
a law covering all cases, and this com- 
mittee proposes to lose no time in mak- 
ing efforts to having a law passed by 
Congress which will take care of the 
situation. The committee was assured 
by the United States marshal that he 
will cooperate in every way. 

Representative R. Walton Moore will 
be asked to accompany the committee 
with Phillips to the Department of 
Justice, where efforts will be made to 
have the present law amended to take 
care of the existing conditions on the 
Federal highways. 

“The time has come when life and 
property must be protected along the 
Federal roads passing through Arling- 
ton county, which now total 46 miles,” 
declared Eacho.

on his previous statements to the ex- 
tent of admitting that he had beaten 
his wife “several times.” 


Plans for intensifying the search for 
Mrs. Houck wii be discussed at a con- 
ference this morning in the office of 
Inspector Henry G. Pratt, chief of de- 
tectives. It is probable that Inspector 
Pratt will decide to broadcast a new 
“lookout” for Mrs. Houck, one bearing 
her photograph and a more detailed de- 
scription of her and her habits. 

Optimism over the fate of Mrs. 
Houck began to give way to genuine 
alarm yesterday. If Mrs. Houck simply 
left the city after quarreling with her 
husband, why has she not advised 
some friend or relative that she is 
alive? This is the question police are 
now asking themselves. 

The optimism that has been felt 
heretofore was inspired largely by 
statements issued on behalf of Dr. 
Houck, the missing woman’s husband. 
A statement issued Tuesday by “friends 
and relatives” of Dr. Houck quoted him 
as saying that he was sure his wife was 
alive. 

By this time Mrs. Houck must cer- 
tainly have read newspaper accounts of 
her disappearance and of the conse- 
quent alarm it produced, the police 
belleye. Newspapers in all parts of the 
country have published something 
about the case. 

Dr. Houck is reported to have ex- 
plained his wife’s silence by saying that 
she may feel that she is responsible for 
his present condition. Such a feeling 
on her part, the doctor was quoted as 
saying, would, prevent her from reveal- 
ing her whereabouts. 

From the beginning the police have 
been asking themselves and others why 
Mrs. Houck should leave her 2-year-old 
son Hugh. Her friends say that she 
was deeply devoted to the child. 

Dr. Houck was submitted to another 
test yesterday in the series that is be- 
ing given him to determine whether or 
not he is sane. Dr. Grover C. Kirk, 
psychiatrist at Gallinger hospital, is 
giving the tests and eventually will 
record his opinion of Dr. Houck’s 
mental condition. 

Two harbor policemen yesterday 
visited Giesboro point and gazed into 
the water along the sea wall there. The 
water at this point is very clear. The 
policemen did not do any extensive 
dragging, and made no explanation as 
to their failure to do so.
